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ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  forty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  for  the  year  ended  31s 
December,  1951. 

The  School  Health  Service  continues  to  function  satisfactorily  and  our  relationship  with  the  general  prac 
titioner  and  the  Special  Services  under  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  show  a happy  spirit  of  co-operation  which  i 
essential  to  the  successful  running  of  the  National  Health  Service. 

During  the  year  we  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  a Speech  Therapist  who  commenced  duties  o 
1st  September  and  "is  now  actively  dealing  with  the  long  accumulation  of  cases  who  were  unfortunately  unable  t 
obtain  this  treatment  previously.  Valuable  work  has  already  been  done  in  this  direction. 

The  Committee  are  already  aware  of  the  many  difficulties  associated  with  the  operative  treatment  of  Tonsil 
and  Adenoids.  New  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Hospital  Authorities  whereby  all  the  children  over  1 
years  of  age  are  now  referred  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  directly  to  the  surgeon  at  the  Royal  Gwent  HospitaJ 
who  arranges  for  their  examination  and  makes  the  decision  as  to  urgency  for  operation.  This  operative  treatmen 
is  then  undertaken  by  the  Hospital  who  make  the  necessary  arrangements.  This  allows  the  children  of  the  younge 
a<>-e  »roups  to  be  dealt  with  through  the  School  Clinic  at  the  usual  operative  sessions  at  St.  Woolos  Hospital  an 
afso  allows  additional  cases  to  be  operated  upon  at  each  session,  as  previously  it  was  often  found  necessary  to  kee 
the  children  of  the  older  age  group  in  Hospital  for  a longer  period  after  operation,  thus  occupying  a bed  whic 
might  have  been  made  available  for  another  child. 

As  reported  last  year,  no  Orthoptist  Service  has  been  set  up  at  the  Authority’s  Clinic  by  the  Newport  an 
East  Monmouthshire  Hospitals  Management  Committee,  but  school  children  are  referred  when  necessary  to  th 
Royal  Gwent  Hospital  for  investigation  and  report. 

The  Scheme  for  dental  treatment  of  nursing  and  expectant  mothers  under  the  National  Health  Service  Ac 
still  continues  to  be  carried  out  m the  evenings,  but  it  is  hoped  that  additional  dental  surg'eons  will  be  appoiute 
in  the  near  future,  and  thus  enable  this  service  to  be  carried  out  during  the  day  time.

FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 


General  Condition. 

Of  the  4,461  pupils  examined  at  the  routine  inspections,  164  were  found  to  be  of  poor  general  condition 

Uncleanliness. 

Regular  visits  were  paid  to  all  Primary  Schools  and  Modern  Secondary  Schools  during  the  year,  tl 
average  number  being  four  per  school. 


55,209  examinations  of  boys  and  girls  were  made, and  466  children  were  found  to  have  unclean  heads

Heart  Conditions. 

During  the  medical  inspections,  97  cases  of  heart  conditions  came  under  observation,  41  being  classifie< 
as  Organic  and  56  as  Functional. 


Other  Defects  and  Diseases. 

1,304  cases  came  under  observation  during  the  year.  They  comprised  the  following:  Diseases  of  the  A1 
mentary  tract,  such  as  Stomatitis,  Gastritis,  Enteritis,  Appendicitis,  etc. ; Diseases  of  the  Genito-TIrinary  Organ.' 
such  as  Nephritis,  Cystitis,  Eneuresis,  etc. ; Infectious  Diseases,  Major  Injuries,  Rheumatism,  etc. 

Following  Up  and  After  Care. 

The  number  of  visits  to  homes  for  “ following  up  ” and  “ after  care  ” purposes  was  1,107  for  maintaine 
Primary  School  pupils  and  669  in  the  case  of  maintained  Secondary  School  pupils. 

TREATMENT. 

Uncleanliness. 

There  is  a Cleansing  Station  at  the  Clinic,  and  this  was  utilised  in  13  cases.  In  addition,  70  pupils  wei 
treated  by  Liquid  Derbac  at  Schools. 


It  was  found  possible  to  obtain  the  desired  results  in  the  remainder  of  the  cases  from  treatment  at  home. 

Minor  Ailments  and  Diseases  of  the  Skin.

Hie  great  majority  of  squint  cases  were  referred  to  the  Ortlioptist  at  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital  and  those 
•uses  not  suitable  for  treatment  were  listed  for  operation. 

Nineteen  sessions  were  given  to  operative  treatment  and  65  operations  were  performed  during  the  year  at 
st.  Woolos  Hospital,  62  for  squint,  1 for  paralytic  squint  and  2 for  Ptosis.

This  Aural  Clinic  is  held  for  the  purpose  of  treating  chronic  ear  conditions  with  a view  to  the  prevention  of 
^afness  and  42  sessions  were  held  by  Mr.  D.  B.  Sutton  and  Mr.  J.  L.  D.  Williams,  the  Aural  Surgeons,  during 
ie  year  under  review. 

368  pupils  were  examined  and  the  sources  from  which  they  came  are  as  follows  : Maintained  Primary 
liools,  239;  Maintained  Secondary  Schools,  85;  St.  John’s  Day  Special  School,  2 ; Nursery  Schools,  5 ; Maternity 
id  Child  Welfare  Dept.,  35;  Occupation  Centre  for  Mental  Defectives,  1;  Private  Schools,  1. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  made  at  the  Clinics  by  these  pupils  was  590  and  in  addition  10  special  cases 
ere  examined. 

The  defects  included  acute  and  chronic  otitis  media,  suppurative  and  catarrhal,  and  deafness,  and  were 
*alt  with  as  recommended  by  the  Aural  Surgeons. 
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Ascertainment  of  Defective  Hearing. 

The  Aiuliometrician  visited  schools  and  tested  by  gramophone  audiometer  6,302  children.  Of  these  467  wer 
found  to  have  some  defect  of  hearing  and  were  then  referred  to  the  Deputy  School  Medical  Officer  for  further  ex 
animation  and  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  his  recommendations.

Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects. 

During  the  year  6 Maintained  Primary  School  pupils  and  4 Maintained ' Secondary  School  pup 
received  operative  treatment  at  the  Prince  of  W ales  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Cardiff,  and  431  pupils  were  giv> 
massage  or  fitted  with  appliances,  etc.,  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  W elfare  Departmei 

1 ,276  attendances  were  made  by  the  pupils  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  for  massage  and  exercises. 

Heart  Conditions. 

This  type  of  case  is  usually  referred  to  the  private  practitioner  for  the  appropriate  treatment,  and  whe 
necessary  recommendations  are  made  for  admission  to  special  residential  schools,  especially  in  rheumatic  cast! 
after  consultation  with  the  own  doctor. 

Tuberculosis. 

Excellent  co-operation  is  still  maintained  with  the  local  Chest  Physicians  to  whom  suspected  cases  are  1 
ferred  for  examination  at  the  Chest  Clinic.  The  Tuberculosis  Visitors  associated  with  the  Health  Department  t< 
low  up  any  confirmed  cases  and  all  contacts  are  dealt  with  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officers. 

Ten  children  (5  boys  and  5 girls)  were  finally  selected  by  the  Chest  Physician  and  a Red  Cross  Medii 
Officer,  for  sanatorium  treatment  in  Switzerland.  They  left  Newport  on  16th  May  and  returned  on  Alt h Septe 
her.  They  were  examined  on  their  return  and  have  since  been  followed  up  and  all  were  found  to  have  recerv 
considerable  benefit  from  their  stay. 

A Mobile  Radiology  Unit  visited  Newport  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  was  extensively  atteuided  by  1 
general  public.  Before  the  Unit  left  the  town  arrangements  were  made  for  certain  groups  of  school  children  to 
examined.  No  records  of  numbers  are  yet  available  as  these  examinations  continued  into  the  New  rear. 

It  is  hoped  that  B.C.G.  vaccinations  for  the  school  leaving  group  can  be  arranged  as  facilities  beco. 
available. 
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Annual  School  Dental  Report  for  Year  1951. 

In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  195]  on  the  activities  of  the  School  Dental  Service  in  Newport 
—figures  for  the  year  as  supplied  to  the  Ministry  of  Education  being  seen  in  Table  IV  — opportunity  has  been 
a ken  to  uuitce^a  comparsion  with  the  two  previous  years  as  the  beginning  of  this  3 year  period  coincided  with  the 
uception  of  the  National  Health  Service. 

, Although  it  is  now  well  known  that  the  National  Health  Service  dealt  a severe  blow  to  the  progress  of  the 
■chool  Dental  Service  throughout  the  whole  country,  here  in  Newport  the  Priority  Classes  have  been  fortunate  in 
aviug  2 Dental  Surgeons  at  the  School  Clinic  to  deal  with  toothaches  and  oral  sepsis. 

Comparison  of  the  figures  for  the  3 years  shows  that  there  has  been  a gradual  increase  in  the  number  of 
atients  seen  at  the  Dental  Department  with  increases  in  all  forms  of  treatment.  At  its  face  value  the  fb-ures  are 
ncouragmg  but  unfortunately  they  represent  much  treatment  which  belongs  more  to  a casualty  than  to  a preven- 

ive  Service.  * 1

(hi  those  having  a special  examination  at  the  Clinic. 

(a)  PERIODIC  INSPECTIONS. 

During-  the  year  12  schools  involving  17  Departments  were  visited  for  a routine  dental  inspection,  when  a 
>tal  ot  4,828  children  were  examined.  In  comparison  with  last  year  this  figure  is  reduced  by  766  and  compared 
ith  the  year  1949  shows  a reduction  of  1,149.  These  reductions  in  si  hool  inspections  are  to  be  deplored,  but  are 
na voidable  with  the  present  shortage  of  staff,  and  detract  from  the  effectiveness  of  the  School  Dental  Service. 

Dt  the  4,828  children  inspected  in  schools  2,050  or  42.2%  were  referred  to  the  Clinic  for  treatment.  ' 

During  the  year  the  children  of  4 Nursery  Schools  were  dentally  inspected  when  out  of  88  children  ex- 
nined  onh’  12  had  to  be  referred  for  treatment. 

(b)  SPECIAL  INSPECTIONS. 

'I  he  total  number  of  children  referred  from  parents,  teachers,  doctors  and  nurses  for  special  inspection  at  the 
linn  was  4,463  for  the  year.  This  is  an  increase  of  1,905  on  last  year  and  an  increase  of  2,283  on  the  year  1949. 

This  increase  in  the  number  of  children  attending  for  special  inspections  followed  by  the  necessary  treat- 
lents.  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  reduced  numbers  of  children  inspected  in  the  schools  represents  a vicious 
-ele — 1 he  increased  time  required  to  deal  with  the  “ specials  ” leading  to  a reduction  in  the  number  of  schools 
sit. -I  lor  dental  inspection  and  conversely,  the  longer  interval  between  school  inspections  gives  time  for  the 
eth  to  break  down  to  the  aching  stage  and  thus  increases  the  number  of  children  attending  the  Clinic  for  special 
sped  ion  and  treatment. 

i nder  this  group  come  children  who  are  due  to  have  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  operations.  During  the  year 
U00  dental  inspections  were  carried  out  for  this  purpose,  and  of  these  735  children  received  Tonsil/Adenoids 
•erations  in  Hospital. 

tEATMEXT 

A total  of  914  Sessions  were  devoted  to  treatment  when  8,064  attendances  were  made  by  4,920  children. 

Last  year  the  attendance  figure  was  6,332  for  4,303  children;  in  1949  the  attendances  figure  was  5,826. 

The  proportionate  higher  rate  of  attendance  per  child  treated  this  year  is  due  to  the  additional  examiua- 
>ns  for  l onsil  patients  and  to  the  necessity,  because  of  increased  numbers,  for  many  children  havin<>-  to  attend 
second  time  before  receiving  treatment. 
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In  spite  of  recommendations  that  children  with  toothache  should  only  be  sent  to  the  Clinic  in  the  afternoons, 
Ihey  continue  to  arrive  in  the  morning  when  they  cannot  be  attended  to  as  fixed  appointments  have  prior  con- 
sideration. This  results  in  another  visit  having  to  be  made. 

Although  the  acceptance  rate  for  treatment  is  over  80%  at  time  of  school  inspections,  it  is  found  that  20% 
of  those  accepting  fail  to  keep  their  appointments.  These  failures  are  equally  divided  between  filling  and  extrac- 
tion appointments.  It  seems  many  parents  give  written  consent  to  make  sure  their  child  will  receive  treatment, 
but  reserve  the  right  to  attend  only  when  the  child  has  toothache  or  at  a time  to  suit  their  own  convenience. 

Fillings 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  has  again  been  a slight  increase  in  the  numbers  of  fillings  inserted  in  per- 
manent teeth. 

This  year  1,547  were  inserted  compared  with  1,504  last  year  and  1,403  in  the  year  1949. 

As  formerly  the  temporary  teeth  had  to  be  neglected  in  favour  of  the  permanent  teeth  and  this  explains  why 
only  9 fillings,  an  increase  of  6 on  last  year,  were  inserted  in  temporary  teeth. 

No  noticeable  change  has  been  observed  during  the  year  with  a section  of  the  parents  and  children  in  their 
attitude  to  fillings.  There  still  remains  many  who  are  not  interested  in  the  conservation  of  the  teeth. 

(a)  Extractions  and  General  Anaesthetics 

Although  the  total  number  of  teeth  extracted  was  9,864,  an  increase  of  962  on  last  year,  and  an  increase  oi 
1,049  in  the  year  1949,  a pleasing  feature  is  the  gradual  reduction  in  the  number  of  permanent  teeth  extracted.  In 
1949  the  number  of  such  teeth  extracted  was  1,647 ; in  the  year  1950,  1,508  and  in  1951,  1,357. 

These  gradual  reductions  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  gradual  increase  in  the  number  of  permanent  teetl 
filled  brings  nearer  the  realization  of  the  aim  of  the  School  Dental  Service  that  as  many  children  as  possible  shouh 
leave  school  without  the  loss  of  permanent  teeth. 

For  the  purpose  of  extraction  of  teeth  4,115  General  Anaesthetics  were  administered;  192  sessions  bein': 
devoted  to  this  purpose. 

Following  the  extraction  of  teeth  under  Gas  Anaesthesia  the  children  are  transferred  for  the  necessary  rius 
ing  of  mouth  to  the  Recovery  Room  where  a supply  of  children’s  books  is  always  available.  To  watch  the  child  rei 
sitting  in  the  Recovery  Room  with  a book  in  their  hands  and  a pad  of  cotton  wool  between  the  tooth  sockets  is  i 
picture  demonstrating  that  dentistry  holds  no  terrors  for  school  children. 

(b)  Dentures  and  Orthodontics 

During  the  year  17  small  dentures  involving  a total  of  23  teeth  were  inserted  in  mouths  to  replace  front  teetl 
lost  by  accident  or  decay. 

As  in  previous  years  Orthodontic  treatment  was  confined  to  judicious  extraction  of  teeth  to  relieve  crowdin' 
in  the  mouth.  Patients  with  conditions  necessitating  the  wearing  of  an  appliance  for  the  correction  of  irregula 
teeth  were  referred  to  the  parents  private  dental  practitioner. 

Pre-School  Children 

In  addition  to  the  children  attending  maintained  schools  481  pre-school  children  visited  the  Clinic  for  Hi 
relief  of  toothache.  This  is  an  increase  of  110  on  last  year  and  an  increase  of  184  on  the  year  1949. 

During  the  year  658  teeth  were  extracted  with  420  General  Anaesthetics  being  administered  for  Hi 
purpose. 

As  is  seen  by  these  figures  the  demand  by  the  pre-school  children  like  their  elder  brothers  and  sisters  is  in 
creasino-  and  in  the  case  of  the  under  fives  to  such  an  extent  that  the  Clinic  finds  it  impossible  to  deal  with  all  wli 
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are  referred  for  treatment.  9 1 

The  ages  of  some  of  the  pre-school  children  make  it  difficult  to  fit  them  into  a session  of  26  children  havin; 
extractions  under  Gas  Anaesthesia. 

Most  pre-school  children  require  nursing  by  the  dental  attendant  on  duty  in  the  Recovery  Room  whir 
makes  it  difficult  to  give  proper  attention  at  the  same  time  to  the  other  children. 

Dental  Caries  and  Oral  Hygiene 

The  periodic  survey  of  the  teeth  of  school  children  of  5 years  of  age,  started  last  3rear>  to  ascertain  the  ii 
cidence  of  dental  caries,  was  not  followed-up  during  1951.  However,  it  is  hoped  to  continue  with  the  survey  i 
1952  since  it  is  felt  these  figures  will  prove  of  real  value  in  the  future  in  assessing  the  state  of  the  teeth. 

Although  there  were  found  few  inflammatory  conditions  of  the  mouth  requiring  more  than  one  visit  for  treat 
ment,  many  children  were  found,  particularly  among  the  older  age  groups,  who  do  not  make  adequate  use  of  th 
toothbrush.

peech  Therapy. 

Miss  L.  M.  Davies  was  appointed  as  Speech  Therapist  and  commenced  her  duties  on  1st  September. 

1 lie  following  report  has  been  supplied  by  Miss  Davies  on  the  work  done  since  her  appointment. 


An  extensn e list  had  accumulated,  and  134  children  were  examined  who  were  considered  to  be  m urgent 
eed  of  treatment.  Of  this  number  115  were  taken  on  for  treatment,  16  were  placed  on  a new  waiting  list  and  3 
ere  found  to  be  no  longer  in  need  of  treatment. 


The  children,  whose  ages  range  from  5 — 15  years,  are  treated  once  a week  for  a period  of  2U — 30  minutes, 
•lie  small  group  of  educationally  sub-normal  pupils  attends  once  a week  for  30  minutes. 

1 lie  cases  treated  were  divided  into  the  following  types  of  speech  defects:  Stammerers  43,  Dyslalics  40. 

hsphouics  10.  Other  Defects  13. 


At  tlie  end  of  December,  93  children  were  attending  regularly,  8 had  ceased  attendance  after  only  a few 
isits  and  14  had  been  discharged.  Of  those  discharged  4 were  stammerers,  7 dyslalics,  2 dysphonics  and  1 ( left 
alate.

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  among  school  pupils  was  1,652,  made  up  as  fo 
lows:  Scarlet  Fever  103,  Diphtheria  4,  Typhoid  Fever  0,  Measles  508,  German  Measles  20,  Whooping  Cough  221 
Chicken  Fox  553,  Mumps  221,  Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis  2. 

Diphtheria  immunisations  during  the  year  totalled  269,  and  in  addition  1,102  pupils  received  boostin 
doses.  The  value  of  diphtheria  immunisation  was  proved  during  the  year  as  the  records  show  that  there  were  onl 
4 cases  notified  and  no  fatal  cases. 


• Open  Air  Classes. 

These  classes  were  held  for  the  32nd  year  in  succession.  Classes  were  held  in  Beechwood  House,  Beechwot 
Park;  Brynglas  School  Grounds  and  Tredegar  Park  and  commenced  on  the  4th  June,  19ol,  with  54,  16  and  1 
pupils  respectively. 

The  Tredegar  Park  and  Brynglas  Open  Air  Classes  closed  on  the  28th  September.  The  Beechwood  Opt 
Air  Class  was  carried  on  throughout  the  year.  During  the  winter  session  there  was  an  average  of  48  children  t 
the  register  and  the  class  maintained  an  average  attendance  of  <9.5%  foi  the  veai. 

The  mid-day  meals  for  the  classes  were  provided  by  the  School  Meals  Service  from  School  Canteens. 

Physical  Training. 

The  following  are  abridged  reports  on  Physical  Training  for  the  year  1951,  by  Miss  Rose  M.  Hill  and  M 
H.  A.  Oberholzer. 

Physical  Education  Report  1951  (Abridged). 

The  teachers  in  the  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools  have  adapted  their  teaching  easily  and  well  to  the  h 
formal  presentation  of  the  Physical  Training  lesson.  The  series  of  courses  run  for  women  teachers  of  the  four  a 
"•roups  in  the  Primary  Schools  are  completed  except  for  the  last  course  which  will  take  place  in  March,  1952.  1 
value  gained  from  these  courses  is  now  becoming  apparent  and  the  teachers  are  making  good  use  of  the  materi 
gained  and  are  trying  out  the  new  teaching  methods  for  themselves.  I want  to  thank  the  Headteachers  and  a I 
all  the  class  teachers  for  their  whole  hearted  support  of  these  Courses.  The  children  have  benefited  already  tre 
this  less  formal  work,  with  its  emphasis  on  individual  effort  and  achievement.  Instead  of  all  the  training  bei 
superimposed  on  the  child,  now  the  child  is  being  taught  to  train  its  own  body  to  become  a useful  and  disciplm 
instrument.  Greater  appreciation  of  this  fact  is  shown  and  the  value  of  Physical  Education  as  an  essential  part 
the  complete  education  of  the  child  is  more  clearly  understood. 

The  implementation  of  these  new  methods  would  have  been  impossible  without  the  grants  provided  by  I 
Local  Authority  so  that  the  schools  can  be  supplied  with  adequate  equipment.  By  1953  we  hope  that  all  schools  w 
be  provided  with  some  form  of  agility  apparatus.  The 'supply  of  small  apparatus  in  all  schools  is  good  Oiitdt 
apparatus  fitted  in  the  playgrounds  is  still  needed,  especially  in  schools  which  are  without  a hall  for  work  indoo 

The  provision  of  plimsolls  in  all  schools  and  also  P.T.  clothing  in  the  Secondary  schools  has  made  a git 
improvement  in  the  standard  of  work.  Good  easy  footwork — now  possible  because  of  suitable  shoes  has  result 
in  freer  but  more  controlled  general  movement  and  improved  posture. 

The  work  in  many  of  the  Infant  Schools  is  handicapped  by  the  large  numbers  in  the  classes  and  Inf: 
teachers  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  way  in  which  they  are  utilising  all  types  of  apparatus  so  that  each  child  g 
the- maximum  amount  of  activity  in  its  Physical  Training  lesson. 

Organised  Games 

The  girls  in  Secondary  and  Primary  Schools  make  full  use  of  all  the  facilities  provided.  rl  he  schools  in) 
Malpas  Road  area  have  suffered  from  the  loss  of  the  playing  fields  at  Shaftesbury  Park.  It  has  not  been  possi 
to  meet  the  increased  demand  for  more  hockey  pitches  but  this  problem  will  be  solved  when  the  playing  fields! 
the  new  schools  are  ready  for  use. 


X'  I t^re  schools  are  taking  part  in  hockey  matches  although  netball  is  the  more  popular  game.  At  the  Annual 
Net  nail  Rally  and  town  trials  held  in  October  all  the  Secondary  Schools  were  represented.  Matches  have  been 
played  regularly  throughout  the  season.  Three  Newport  girls  were  selected  to  play  for  the  South  Wales  Netball 
ream  and  sixteen  girls  qualified  for  Town  badges. 

It  has  been  possible  to  equip  the  secondary  schools  with  tennis  gear  from  their  Games  Grant  Fund  and 
luring  the  summer  all  secondary  schools  included  tennis  in  their  curriculum. 

VlHLETICS 

1 lie  Primary  Schools  Sports  Association  held  what  was  virtually  their  first  sports  meeting  since  the  war  as 
lie  meeting  planned  for  1949  had  to  be  abandoned  due  to  heavy  rain. 

The  newly  formed  Monmouthshire  Secondary  School  Girls  Amateur  Athletic  Association  held  its  first  meet- 
ug  to  celebrate  the  Festival  of  Britain  year.  Much  interest  was  aroused  by  this  event  and  four  Newport  Schools 
vere  represented.  During  the  winter  a very  enjoyable  and  extremely  valuable  course  was  taken  by  Mr.  J.  Alford, 
Athletics  ( oacli  for  A\  ales,  for  the  Newport  and  Monmouthshire  women  teachers.  It  was  thus  possible  for  girls  to 
eceive  careful  athletic  training  during  the  summer  months.  Many  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools  held  their 
iwn  sports  meetings  during  the  summer  term. 

Jancing 

Although  this  subject  does  not  yet  receive  enough  time  on  the  average  school  time  table  much  enthusiasm 
vas  shown  during  the  summer  months  when  the  Monmouthshire  and  Newport  schools  combined  to  <>-ive  a Physical 
rrainin-r  and  Dancing  Display  as  part  of  their  contribution  to  Hie  Town’s  celebrations  of  the  Festival  of  Britain 
Kroni  all  schools  containing  children  over  11,  teams  of  eight  girls  were  selected  to  perform  English  and  European 
lances.  The  children  and  teachers  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  quality  of  their  dancing — the  costumes  for  the 
European  dances  were  made  in  the  schools  and  the  effective  results  amply  repaid  all  the  hard  work  which  had  been 
■nt  ailed. 

iWIMMING 

The  schools  continue  to  make  full  use  of  all  facilities  provided  by  the  Authority.  More  children  in  the  7-9 
ige  group  in  the  Primary  Schools  are  making  use  of  the  learners’  instructional  pool  at  the  Maindee  Baths.

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Physical  Education  Report  1951  (Abridged). 


Physical  Training  General 

Considerable  progress  was  made  during  tlie  year  in  providing  schools  with  modern  gymnastic  apparatus  and 
sports  equipment.  The  acquisition  of  this  apparatus  has  permitted  a greater  scope  of  development  and  a more 
comprehensive  scheme  of  training  upon  modern  and  approved  lines,  and  has  added  considerably  to  the  interest  of 
the  children’s  training  and  stimulated  them  to  further  efforts. 

The  results  shown  bv  the  introduction  of  more  apparatus  work  such  as  the  Essex  and  Eccles  in  the  physical 
training  timetable  of  the  Primary  Schools  can  he  assessed  by  the  excellent  improvement  seen  in  the  skill,  co-ordina- 
tion and  courage  displayed  by  the  young  children. 

Exercises  on  the  apparatus  materially  assist  in  providing  an  outlet  for  the  climbing  instincts  of  the 
average  healthy  child  and  assist  in  stimulating  growth  by  reason  of  the  dynamic  nature  of  the  movements  per- 
formed. These  exercises  together  with  running,  jumping  and  throwing  are  fundamentally  essential  to  counter- 
act the  harmful  effects  of  enforced  sitting  that  is  required  in  school  life.  They  strengthen  and  condition  the  ho<h 
during  the  formative  period  of  the  child’s  life  by  increasing  the  height  and  depth  of  the  chest  as  well  as  an  increase 
in  breadth. 

The  new  informal  methods  of  teaching  of  physical  exercises  now  in  operation  are  producing  excellent  re 
.suits,  especially  in  the  cultivation  of  quick  re-action,  body  control  and  execution  of  movement. 

It  is  imperative  that  children  using  apparatus  wear  plimsolls  and  every  endeavour  has  been  made  to  supph 
this  need  by  supplying  1,280  pairs  to  the  Junior  and  Infants  Schools,  and  545  pairs  to  the  Secondary  Schools  ii 
order  to  complete  their  stocks. 

During  the  Festival  of  Britain  week  held  in  Crindau  Park,  160  boys  selected  from  the  Secondary  Schools 
gave  a physical  training  display. 

Organised  Games 

Every  opportunity  was  taken  to  attend  the  public  parks  and  recreational  grounds  for  organised  games.  Tin 
supply  of  jerseys,  football  hoots  and  sports  equipment  facilitated  the  playing  of  school  and  inter-school  games. 

Accommodation  was  satisfactory  and  the  co-operation  and  assistance  given  by  the  Parks  Department  to  pro 
vide  the  required  number  of  pitches  was  appreciated. 

Cricket,  baseball,  soccer  and  rugby  inter-school  matches  were  regularly  played,  and  inter-town  games  wer< 
also  played  in  each  code  with  marked  success. 

67  Town  Badges  presented  by  the  Education  Committee  were  issued  to  all  boys  who  were  selected  to  plai 
for  the  town. 

Two  boys  secured  International  Caps  for  rugby. 


Athletics 

Many  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools  held  their  own  athletic  and  sports  meeting.  In  addition  the  Second 
ary  Schools  took  part  in  the  Monmouthshire  Secondary  Schools  Amateur  Athletics  Championship  held  at  Aber 
tillerv  with  considerable  success. 

For  the  first  time  since  the  re-organisation  of  the  schools,  a Primary  Schools  Sports  Meeting  was  held  a 
the  Newport  Athletic  Grounds.  This  meeting  proved  highly  successful,  the  organisation  was  efficiently  carried  ou 
and  well  patronised.  There  is  no  doubt  that  it  will  become  an  annual  affair.  During  November,  Newport  wn 
selected  by  the  B.B.C.  to  broadcast  in  their  Sports  Pavilion  programme  as  representative  of  one  of  the  outstanding 
Junior  Sporting  Towns  of  England  and  Wales.  Notification  was  received  from  the  B.B.C.  that  Newport’s  contri 
bution  to  the  programme  was  the  subject  of  widespread  and  favourable  comment. 

Swimming 

Swimming  instruction,  now  accepted  as  an  important  session  of  the  timetable  in  all  schools,  was  efficiently 
carried  out.  Every  consideration  and  help  was  given  by  the  Head  Teachers  to  promote  and  encourage  the  cbildrei 
to  attend.  Each  Primary  and  Secondarv  School  has  at  least  two  periods  of  20-30  minutes  duration  allocated  fo 
swimming  at  the  Baths  every  week.  The  maximum  number  of  pupils  allowed  is  20  swimmers  and  30  learners  fo 
each  period  of  instruction.  Teachers  accompanying  the  classes  assist  in  maintaining  discipline,  supervision  of  un 
dressing  and  dressing  arrangements  and  in  the  collection  of  the  pupils  cash  for  the  purchasing  of  bovril,  tea  an< 
biscuits  supplied  bv  the  Baths  Committee  for  those  children  who  desire  refreshments  after  their  swimming  in 
struetion  bus  ended'.  This  arrangement  has  been  fully  appreciated  especially  during  the  winter  session.  Both  breas 
stroke  and  crawl  stroke  are  taught  with  a stronger  emphasis  on  the  breast  and  back  strokes,  as  the  whole  instructioi 
is  based  upon  the  ultimate  aim  of  training  the  children  to  become  life  savers.  The  certificates  awarded  by  tli 
Education  Committee  are  so  arranged  to  encourage  progression  to  this  end. 

Tests  were  held  periodically  and  life  saving  examinations  at  the  end  of  each  school  term. 
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i-i  .Secondary  Schools  and  9 Primary  Schools  held  their  own  individual  galas  during  school  time.  With  but 
few  exceptions  the  whole  school  was  present  and  parents  were  invited  to  attend.

vThe  Newport  Home  Nursing  Association  made  3,241  visits  to  the  homes  of  school  children,  and  gave  trea 
ment  for  numerous  conditions,  including  Pneumonia,  Bronchitis,  Rheumatism,  Ear  Conditions,  Wound 
Abscesses,  etc.  As  from  1st  January,  1951,  the  Home  Nursing  Service  was  taken  over  by  the  Local  Healt 
Authority. 


Handicapped  Pupils. 

A further  class  for  20  pupils  was  added  to  St.  John’s  School  after  the  summer  holidays  so  that  the  school  m 
has  accommodation  for  100  educationally  sub-normal  pupils  between  the  ages  of  7 and  11.  It  is  hoped  that  ne 
year  alterations  to  the  school  will  be  carried  out  so  that  it  can  cater  for  pupils  age  1 L to  16. 


The  total  number  of  pupils  examined  on  Form  2 H.P.  was  333  and  377  examinations  were  made.  Ihe  ft 
lowing  recommendations  were  made  : 33  for  Day  Special  School,  8 for  Boarding  Special  School  and  9 were  notifn 
under* Section  57  (3)  of  the  Education  Act,  1944.  Two  cases  were  notified  under  Section  bi  (o)  of  the  Edncatn 
Act,  1944. 


In  July  a physical  examination  of  all  pupils  attending  St.  John’s  Day  School  was  carried  out  at  the  schc 
and  it  is  hoped  to  do  this  annually. 


Hilston  Park,  Monmouth,  administered  by  Monmouthshire  Education  Committee  was  opened  on  10th  Jui 
1951.  Of  the  seven  places  allocated  to  the  Committee,  six  were  taken  np  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

24  pupils  were  examined  re  maladjustment  and  35  examinations  were  made.  As  there  is  no  C hild  Guidon 
Clinic  in  Newport,  24  pupils  were  referred  to  the  Psychiatrist  a^  St.  Cadoc  s Hospital  for  examination  and  repo 
5 pupils  were  recommended  for  Residential  Special  Schools  for  Maladjusted  Children.
